(AP) 
— The extreme right-Wing 


Rhodesian Front defeated Prim* 
Minister Sir Edgar Wbitehead's 
United Federal party in Southern 
Rhodesia's general election Satur- 
day. 


When its total reached 33 seats, 


the Rhodesian Front had a cer- 
tain majority in the 65-seat Parlia- 
ment, and it expected to win three 
additional seats. The party is de- 
voted to separation of the races in 
Southern Rhodesia and continued 
white rule.

Federal party 19, Independent 1. 


The Rhodesian Front is headed 


by English-born Winston Joseph 
Field, 58.

Told of Danger 


Research Indicates 
Cataracts May Result 
From Use of Drug 


CHICAGO — Certain precau- 


tions in the use of cortisone and 
related drugs are advised in an 
article by Dvs. Conrad L. Giles. 
Gordon L. Mason, Ivan F. Duff, 
and James A. McLean, Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich., published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. 


Their conclusion was based on 


a study confirming earlier reports 
of an association between 
the 


long-term use of such drugs and 
the development of cataracts. A 
cataract is an area of cloudiness 
of the lens of the eye. Cataracts 
vary in size from dot-like areas 
to involvement of the entire lens. 


The Michigan group reported 


that out of 38 patients with rheu- 
matoid arthritis who had taken 
moderate and high dosages of 
corti-costeroids for over a year, 
lens changes had occurred in 14. 
The lens changes were described 
as "discrete, posterior subcapsu- 
lar cataracts," small areas 
ol 


opacity producing minor symp- 
toms and little reduction in ability 
to see. Most patients with these 
cataracts continue to have normal 
20-20 or better vision, 
the re- 


searchers said. 


No similar lens changes were 


found in a group of 24 comparable 
arthritics who had never received 
corticosteroids, they said, 


Asthma Cases 


In addition, the group reported 


that out of 12 persons with chronic 
bronchial asthma, 2 who had tak- 
en corticosteroids 
in moderate 


dosage for more than 4 year 
were found to have the same 
type' of cataracts. 


The amount and duration of 


dvug administration appears to be 
the major determining factor in 
the production of the lens chang- 
es, the researchers said. 


"Every effort should be em- 


ployed to keep chronic systemic 
corticosteroid administration 
a 


minimal-dosage levels," they con- 
cluded. 


Corticosteroid is the name given 


to drugs modeled after the hor- 
mones produced by the adrenal 
cortex, the outer part of the ad- 
renal gland, such as cortisone and 
hydrocortisone and their deriva- 
tives, including prednisone.

ley. He said that the Post-Crescent last 
Sunday in an editorial had misinterpreted 
his previous comments on the subject. And 
the Post-Crescent is happy to acknowledge 
the clarification and correction. 


Whether or not Oshkosh participation 


in such a joint project would prove valu- 
able to that city can only be determined 
by further study. 


The Po$t-Crescp»t has pointed out be- 


fore that joint planning such as is now 
being carried on in the Fox Cities has a 
great value in and of itself. The Fox Cities 


are just beginning to reap the harvest of 
the seven years of joint effort in this area. 


And now that we are thinking in terms 


of joint effort in the Fox Cities, we must 
start to enlarge our thinking even fur- 
ther. For just as the Fox Cities are now 
effectively one metropolitan complex so 
the entire area from Fond du Lac to Green 
Bay one day will become one elongated 
strip city with Highway 41 as its axisC 


Problems are now emerging which will 


require the joint efforts of all the" munici- 
palities in that strip. And whether or not 
a water supply system common to the Fox 
Cities and Oshkosh ever emerges, joint 
study of that question will undoubtedly 
open up other avenues for joint thinking 
on common problems. 


The Importance of the Bill of Rights 


One hundred and seventy-one years ago 


the first ten amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States were adopted 
in the infant United States. The importance 
of the addition is much greater today than 
it was considered when the Bill of Rights 
was adopted. In fact one of the major 
arguments against adding the amendments 
was that they were not needed. But that 
was in an era when the doctrine of natural 
rights held greater influence than it has 
in the pragmatic twentieth century. 


The idea of a bill of rights was first 


officially proposed before the Constitution 
was adopted through a resolution intro- 
duced by George Mason and supported by 
Elbridge Gerry to create a committee to 
study such a bill. But during the ensuing 
discussion it was pointed out that the 
states generally had bills of rights so a 
federal one was not needed. The resolu- 
tion was defeated with no votes in its 
favor. 


At the time of the ratification of the 


Constitution by the states, the matter of 
a bill of rights came up again. It was op- 
posed both by those who favored a strong 
federal government and by those who 
wanted a weak federation. One argument, 
advanced by James Madison, was that the 
new federal government had specific and 
enumerated powers listed in the Consti- 
tution so it could do nothing that wasn't 
specified and there was no danger to civil 
rights. From the other pole of opposition 
came the argument that "who will be bold 
enough to enumerate all the rights of the 
people?—and when the attempt to enu- 
merate them is made it must be remem- 
bered that if the enumeration is not com- 
plete, everything not expressly mentioned 
will be presumed to be purposely omitted." 


Although ratification of the Constitu- 


tion was achieved without a bill of rights, 
there was enough interest in the matter 
in the next few months that President 
Washington in his inaugural address sug- 
gested congressional consideration of it. 
At first it was proposed that the essential 
ideas be incorporated within the Consti- 
tution as it had been accepted. When con- 
gressmen decided to add amendments in- 


stead each proposed one was hotly de- 
bated in Congress. 


Perhaps the document is as interesting 


for what was suggested and not accepted as 
for the ratified amendments. Some wor- 
ried congressmen wanted a guarantee for 
the rights of the people to instruct their 
congressmen upon public issues. Another 
defeated clause specified exemption from 
military service for conscientious objec- 
tors. There was a prohibition against any 
one of the three departments of the fed- 
eral government from exercising powers 
vested in the other two. Another clause 
stated that "no state shall infringe the 
right of trial by jury in criminal cases, nor 
the right of conscience, nor the freedom 
of speech or of the press." Later interpre- 
tations of later amendments of course in- 
corporated such restrictions. 


Another defeated clause which would 


have strengthened—or weakened — the 
Tenth Amendment stated that the federal 
government's power would be limited to 
those "expressly"' delegated by the Con- 
stitution. And here James Madison changed 
his mind from his earlier opinion and said 
that "powers must necessarily be admitted 
by implication" for a truly effective gov- 
ernment on any level. 


If the Bill of Rights had not been part 


of the Constitution during the years when 
intellectual and public opinion veered 
away from the doctrine of human rights, 
it is likely that many of the struggles for 
individual liberties might have been lost. 
The importance of the Bill of Rights, par- 
ticularly in a fearful and war-threatened 
world, is that it protects the rights of 
minorities since those in the majority need 
no such security. This is often forgotten 
today by some of those who cry most loud- 
ly for constitutional government. The Bill 
of Rights restricts government. And today, 
when so often we seek all cures from gov- 
ernment, including the legislation of mor- 
ality and politics, the protection is most 
welcome. 


The framers of the Bill of Rights could 


not foresee the discard of the doctrine of 
natural rights or the increased reliance of 
people upon government. Thus it is all the 
more remarkable that the document they 
created has served so effectively through 
the years.

(circulation approximately 3.500) 


with a $500 contribution from Da- 
vid Rockefeller. The publication 
has been consistently anti-Gold- 
water, and the March issue was 
extremely critical of the present 
minority leaders of the H o u s e 
and Senate (Halleck and Dirk- 
sen). The largest single contribu- 
tor is John Loeb Jr., a member 
of the National Republican Citi- 
zens Committfe which is con- 
sidered by many to be p r o- 
Rockefeller.

CHAMPAIGN - URBANA, HI, 


(AP) — On the 26th day of his 
first year in school, six year-old 
Geoffrey sat in a tight little 
circle of pupils at the front of 
bis classroom. 


He watched as Miss Hyde, his 


teacher, wrote two letters on the 
blackboard, "A" and "T." He 
listened as she said: "Now chil- 
dren, we know how these letters 
sound. Let's push the sounds to- 
gether and hear what they say." 


Geoffrey looked at the letters 


•gain. "A 
T," he said. "A-T, 


At, AT! — Teacher, I know it, 
I know it — it's 'AT.' " 


Geoffrey had learned to read 


and the world was a wonderful 
place to be. 


In a n o t h e r classroom two 


miles away, 6-year-old Marian 
on her 26th day in the first 
grade opened "My Little Green 
Story Book" to page 25 and be- 
gan to read for her teacher, 
Miss Saddoris: 


M o t h e r said, . "Stop here, 


father. 


"I see something here. 
"I see something for dinner." 
Tom said, "I see something. 
"Can I stop here? 
"I can got something here." 
Marian had not yet learned 


the word "AT," hut she could 
read at least 30 other words, and 
a happier, prouder Hi tie girl it 
would he hard to find. 


Geoffrey and Marian have this 


In common- They are bright 
youngsters, fascinated with the 
idea of reading, and apparently 
well on the way to becoming 
fast and efficient at it. 


By circumstance of geography, 


however, they are following dif- 
ferent paths toward their com- 
mon goal. 


Dividing Line 


Geoffrey lives in Champaign 


and Marian lives in Urbana. 
Wright Street, the zig-zagging, 
traffic - cluttered 
thoroughfare 


which divides these sister cities, 
also marks a boundary line in 
education's most bitter battle — 
the phonetic approach to reading 
versus "whole-word recognition 
or "look-say." 


Briefly: Phonics is the science 


of sound as it applies to reading. 


Children t a u g h t to read 


phonetically learn to attack new 
words by the way the letters 
sound as in Champaign. W i t h 
look-say, on the other hand, 
children memorize whole words 
by the way they look, as in Ur- 
bana. 


Urbana's look-say system is 


the more traditional method, al- 
though it has undergone recent 
modifications. 


Urbana uses reading mater- 


ials and a program typical of 
the whole-word recognition ap-' 
pqoach found in most public ele- 
mentary schools. 


Champaign uses a basic book 


"Phonetic Keys to Reading." 
It differs from most phonics 
methods in that it is designed as 
a complete reading program, not 
as a supplement to a series of 
look-say readers. 


Similarities 


Both reading programs teach 


phonics, and both are "sight- 
words." wh'ch are memorized as 
units by their length and con- 
figuration. The difference — and 
it is a vast difference — is the 
emphasis given these two com- 
ponents. 


The Urhana study series pre- 


sents a first-grade reading vo- 
cabulary of ,i26 words, most of 
them sight-words. The Cham- 
paign series has a first-grade 
leading vocabulary of 440 words, 
including only 47 taught as 
sight-words. 


But many children 
In both 


cities will learn ahead of their 
books. 


Tn both Champaign and Ur- 


bana, lirst-grade teachers spend 
opening days of school preparing 
children for reading instruction. 
At the end of this reading readi- 
ness program, children are di- 
vided into three ability groups: 
Slowest, middle and fastest. 


It must have been a big day, 


indeed, for Marian when her 
teacher passed out the first pre- 
pnmers, "My Little Red Story 
Book." 


"Let's look at the name of the 


first story," Miss Saddoris said, 
and placed her hand under the 
word "Tom" at the bottom of 
page three. "Will someone read 
this name for me? Now, who 
can take this word and find a 
word in our hook just like if" 


The children looked at the 


word on the card she was hold- 
ing, looked at the word on the 
bottom of page 3 of their book. 


Picture Teaching 


Suddenly, and easily, they had 


learned to read the word "Tom." 


As the story continued, they 


learned new words and repeated 
old ones t h e y had already 
earned. 


After 10 illustrated pages, the 


Urbana reading series had pre- 
sented five words. Each word is 
repeated over and over until 
the child has only to look at it 
to have the meaning pop into his 
mind. 


By the time Marian in Urbana 


had finished her first pre-primer 
she had learned 19 sight words. 
No more than one word is intro-

Adult Reading 


One professor said children 


should learn to read words as 


complete units because that is 
the way they will be reading as 
adults. It's true enough that 
adults read in whole words or 
phrases, without attacking each 
v.ord phonetically. 


But the nagging thought per- 


sists: A good typist never thinks 
of which finger she will use to hit 
a particular key, but that's the 
way a typist learns to type.

taught to read has had but one 
result: Total public confusion. 


The average parent is confused 


bv research 
which often

meaningless, statistics w h i c h 
have been carefully selected to 
prove a given point, opinions 
which have been given the halo 
of absolute truth by constant 
i<? petition. 


Standing firm in their fortress 


are advocates of the w h o l e 
v.ord recognition, or look-say, 
teaching method 


Sniping away in the confusion 


are the rebels who demand a 
return of phonics in teaching 
children to read. 


Parent in Middle 


The bewildered parent is in no 


position to judge which is the 
be-it system. 


Arthur S Trace Jr.. an English 


professor at John Carroll Uni- 
versity, compared reading books 
u^ed in the United States and 
Russia in his book, "What Ivan 
Knows that Johnny Doesn't" 


Ivan, he said, is taught with a 


phonics system and learns to 
read Z,"M words in the first 
grade and 10,000 by the end of 
the fourth grade. Johnny, on the 
other hand, is taught with the 
look-say method and learns only 
300-400 words a jear, or 1,600 by 
the end of the fourth grade. 


The assumption, stated as fact, 


is that Johnny is restricted to the 
words he learns in his basic 
reader. The advocates 
of the 


look-say method insist this is ri- 
diculous. Children should be and 
are encouraged to read exten- 
sively outside these basic read- 
ers, they say, and are not re- 
stricted in building a large read- 
in? covabulary. 


The majority report of the 


r e a d i n g conference called in 
New York last year by Dr. 
James B. Conant, distinguished 
educator and author, expressed 
general satisfaction with the way 
reading is taught in this country' 
and declared: 


"It is not true that our schools, 


in general, 
use primarily a 


's'ght-word' method. It is not 
true that our schools, in general, 
do not teach phonics. . .We con- 
sider phonics one of the essen- 
tial skills. . .Without phonics 
most children cannot become 


elf-reliant, discriminating, effi- 
cient readers." 


Basic Vocabulary 


At another point the majority 


report said, "As the children be- 
gin to learn reading skills, it 
is rather standard practice for 
good teachers to see to it that 
they simultaneously learn a few 
printed words that are common 
in children's speaking vocabu- 
laries and that they will there- 
after recognize when they see 
them. With these few words as 
a base, the children can begin 
utterly simple reading almost 
immediately — for instance, a 
sentence of only two or three 
words." 


Most reading authorities who 


favor the whole-word recognition 
approach deny it is a "method." 
Furthermore, they deny there is 
any one best method of teaching 
children how to read. 


These authorities seldom say 


the words "whole-word recogni- 
tion "aloud in public, and they 
consider 
"look-say" a 
dirty 


phrase. The popular stand today 
is, "We use an electic program, 
combining the best of all pos- 
sible methods." 


Is there a one "best" method 


of 
reading 
instruction? 
We 


probably never will know until 
the 
authorities who COULD 


bring order out of chaos stop- 
arguing among themselves. 


The core of the problem is 


this Is Johnny learning to read 
as well as the Johnnies of earlier 
generations''

Skill Declines 


"It has been pretty firmly es- 


tablished," the council said le- 
cently, "that average reading 
skills have declined about two 
years since 1936; today's 12-\ear- 
old can read about as well as 
the 10-year-old of 1936." 


To which critics of the critics 


reply: "Nonsense. Reading in- 
struction today is the best it has 
ever been — and test results 
over the years prove it." 


But perhaps both sides are 


missing the point. As Paul Wood- 
ring, noted educator and editor, 
said in a recent issue of "Satur- 
day Review": 


"The important question is not 


whether Johnny reads better 
than his ancestors, but whether 
lie reads as well as he needs to 
and can learn to. We think the 
answer to this is a firm 'no.' 
With better instruction, the aver- 
age performance can rise higher 
than it has ever been and the 
number of failures can be great- 
ly reduced."

African World 


Africans live in a world remote 


from the world of Americans. 
Africans worry about farm plots 
and factory sites, not Castro and 
Khrushchev, about building a 
nation, not building an image. 
American assumptions a b o u t 
what 
impresses 
Africans, 
or 


what disturbs them, often lack a 
true base. 


The difficult problem of Amer- 


ican race relations can illustrate 
student, "that's terrible.

The assumption, of course, Is 


true. The treatment of Negroes 
In the United States does bother 
Africans. 


"If the United States solved 


its racial problems." said a gov- 
ernment geologist in Senegal re- 
cently, "the United States and 
Africa would become like this." 
He hooked his two little fingers. 


Yet, 
during normal 
times, 


when a racial incident does not 
splash headlines in African pa- 
pers, Africans often seem uncon- 
cerned about racial troubles in 
the United States. 


Different Views 


There are two reasons, both 


personal. First, American Ne- 
groes and Africans do not warm 
to each other when they meet. 


"Africans are very 
different 


from Negro Americans," says a 
Dakar business executive. "The 
African mentality is different. 
There is little 
communication 


between us." 


Africans sometimes say that 


American Negroes have con- 
stricted personalities: they lack 
the openness of spirit that marks 
most Africans. Another com- 
plaint sometimes heard is that 
American 
Negroes feel them- 


selves superior to Africans- 


Second. Africans f r e t 
over 


their own problems: they don't 
have time to fret over the trou- 
bles of others. 


When some American at home 


has unkind words for Africa, 
they are often overlooked such 
as Sen. Allen J. Ellender's past 
remarks that few African na- 
tions are ready for self-govern- 
ment. But when the Louisiana 
Democrat repeated these opin- 
ions during a tour of Africa, he 
caused an uproar. Several na- 
tions refused him entrance and 
embarrassed U S officials said 
Ellender was not speaking for 
his government. 


Colonial Support 


Africans criticize the United 


States mainly for its support of 
colonial powers, 


"When the United States sup- 


plies arms to Portugal," says B. 
Okoys, a Nigerian agricultural 


helps Communism." 


Africans also have an uneasy 


feeling about American aid. They 
suspect Americans help to fight 
Communism or just to satisfy 
their own egos, not come out of 
any respect or concern for Afri- 
cans. 


"It looks like America is out 


to colonize us," savs John Keen, 
a Kenya political leader. 


"America believes it can buy 


friends with money," says Ojo 
Bamgboye, a Nigerian student 
leader. 


These criticisms of America, 


more prevalent among young 
young Africans than anyone else, 
are balanced by a c e r t a in 
amount of good-will, respect, and 
gratitude. 


In general, Africans like most 


of the Americans they meet The 
American tends to be less re- 
served than the Englishman, for 
example, and so seems more 
African, although there are dif- 
ficulties, particularly when some 
embassy staff workers start liv- 
ing like old colonials. 


Pence Corps 


The Peace Corps in fact, may 


have its greatest impact on Afri- 
ca not in any conciete achieve- 
ment like miles of road built or 
illiterates schooled but simply in 
exposme Africans to youna. ea- 
ger, hard - working, spirited 
Americans. 


Of late. Africans have become 


Impressed with the administra- 
tion in Washington. Many po- 
litical leaders in Africa lend to 
be young, aggressive, and firm. 
To a good number of Africans. 
President J o h n F. Kennedy 
shows the same qualities. 


Africans like strong men. Such 


leaders as President Kwame 
\krum ah of Ghana or even 
President Charles de Gaulle of 
France have a host of admirers 
in Africa. President Kenned}'s 
recent actions on Cuba and 
Mississippi may have inspired 
Africans to number him with 
these men. 


Much Socialism 


On balance, the United States, 


though often deplored as a blind 
pro-colonialist and an overzeal- 
ous anti-Communist, 
leaves a 


fairly good impression on Afri- 
cans. 


But the great religion of inde- 


pendent Africa is Socialism. Al- 
most everyone practices or pro- 
fesses it, in some way or an- 
other. 


Politicians call themselves Af- 


rican Socialists or Scientific So- 
cialists or Democratic Socialists. 
Many African politicians would 
no more attack Socialism than 
an American politician would 
attack motherhood or God. 


The philosophy of capitalism 


has very few vocal proponents in 
tropical Africa There are simple 
reasons for the hold of Social- 
ism: 


1. The new African countries 


are weak, impoverished, aching 
for development and industri- 
alization. All feel that some form 
of ^overnmrnt control is needed 
to wrench them into the modern 
world. Free enterprise seems too 
slow to do the }ob. 


2 Many African leaders have 


had some Marxist training 


3. In many African tribes, 


there is little private ownership. 
The tribe as a whole usually 
owns all the community's land. 
African leaders believe Socialism 
thus fits naturally into African 
life. 


But, although Socialism is uni- 


versally professed, it does not 
mean the same to everyone. 


Two Views 


For example, in the old, mud- 


walled city of Kano, the metro- 
polis of n o r t h e r n Nigeria, a 
visitor recently listened 
to a

Marxist and a leader of a weak 
political paity.

nothing to nationalize. Nigeria 
must attract foreign capital. I 
agree 
it is unfortunate that 


some of the capital goes into 
enterprises like Coca-Cola in- 
stead of h e a v y industry-. But 
even this leads to greater bene- 
fits for Nigeria." 


Walli sounded at times like a 


spokesman for the U. S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Yet he calls 
himself a Socialist. 


"Many of us are Marxists," 


President Leopold Senghor of 
Senegal once said, "but Marx 
was not an African." 


What is African Socialism? A 


Senegalese information officer in 
Dakar offered this definition: 


"There is a feeling of com- 


munity in Senegal. That is Afri- 
can Socialism." 


A Gumean who has an im- 


p o r t a n t job with a private 
American oil company in Dakar 
amplified a bit: "African Social- 
ism is a fraternity of all peoples 
and races. It has nothing to do 
with nationalizing industries." 


Need Capital 


Basically. Socialism, whatever 


the definition, appears to follow 
this pattern in much of Africa: 
Governments, r u l i n g largely 
agricultural lands, have very 
little to nationalize, but they 
intend using government guid- 
ance and control to industrialize. 
At the same time they know 
they can not industrialize with- 
out foreign capital. 


Some 
countries 
lean more 


toward guidance and 
control, 


others lean more toward creat- 
ing an atmosphere friendly to 
foreign capital. 


While Socialism as a philos- 


ophy seems vital to Africans. 
Communism does not. Africans 
see Communism as an alien ide- 
ologv tied too closely to one side 
in the cold war. And the poor 
quality of Soviet aid to Guinea 
in the last few years has not 
helped the appeal of Commu- 
nism. It has failed to attract. 


But tlvs rloes not mean Afri- 


ca is fiee of Communist influ- 
ent e \\hile most Africans don't 
like 
Communist 
ideas, 
some 


Africans like Communist monev. 


Red Influence 


A few students buncrv for edu- 


cation accept Communist schol- 
arships, and a few politicians 
anxious to win elections don't 
mind Communist campaign con- 
tributions. 


In the almost independent col- 


ony of Kenya, one politician, 
Oginga Odinga, reportedly has 
received 
thousands of 
dollars 


from Moscow. Odinga uses the 
money in his ceaseless campaign 
to destroy the political power of 
Minister of Labor Tom Mboya. . 


Most Kenyans seem undisturb- 


ed 
by this. They don't 
feel 


Odinga is a Communist. He 
simply Is an enemy of Mboya. 


On the other hand the outer 


forms of Western democracy

Single Party 


Almost all new tiopical Afri- 


can nations are dominated, in 
one form or another by a sinele 
paily 01 bv a national coalition 
with little or no opposition 


African leaders try to justify 


and excuse the lack of opposi- 
tion this way: 


1. Even in one-party states, 


the parties are not monolithic 
groups ruled by a single clique 
of men sharing one point of 
view. Instead, they are coalition 
parties, 
uniting 
groups 
that 


fought each other betore inde- 
pendence. 


2 
African countries are too 


weak and wobbly to have skilled 
and learned men criticizing the 
country instead of working for 
it. 


.1. A single national party is 


one way of welding a nation out 


of tribes. Unless there is unity, 
parties tend to be tribal or re- 
gional, dividing the "country. 


4. The party that leads a col- 


ony to independence has an ap- 
peal that no other party can 
match. 
To many Africans, it 


seems almost unpatriotic to op- 
pose it. 


5. A single party does not pre- 


clude democracy. 
The people 


have 
democracy 
within 
the 


party. Party leaders act only 
after consulting the people. That 
is the traditional African tribal 
wav. 


The special conditions of Afri- 


ca lend force to these arguments. 
Most nations find themselves in 
a bitter struggle to make cities 
out of slums, farmers out of 
paupers, roads out of brush, fac- 
tories out of stalls, technicians 
out of illiterates, health out of 
filth. 


In short, Africa today neither 


has the conditions nor the tra- 
ditions for western democracy 
to flourish. If democracy comes, 
it will have to be a special Afri- 
can kind of democracy, and it 
may have to wait until African ' 
leaders first wm their war for

ford to do nothing." he told the 
business-man audience at the Eco- 
nomic Club dinner. 


General Trend Important 


He had said at his earlier news 


conference: 


"What I think should be of con- 


cern to us all is not the question 
of the immediate prospects for tha 
next three or four months but, 
really, the general trend of our In- 
dustrial growth, our employment 
lag, 
over the last five t or six 


years." 


He added that, "It will b« up 


to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee and the Congress to make a 
judgment." 


The Ways and Means Commit, 


tee—which originates tax legisla- 
tion—held the answer, and its 
chairman, Rep. Wilbur Mills, ID- 
Ark., has definite ideas about tax 
reduction, and they don't coincida 
with those of the administration. 


Mills Opposes Tax Cut 


Mills has been represented as 


opposing a tax cut that would 
take effect in 1963, preferring a 
slower approach toward tax re- 
form on a broad basis. However, 
he indicated his committee will 
give priority to consideration of 
the President's program. 


Another powerful member of 


Congress, Sen. Harry F. Byrd, 
D-Va., predicted that Congress 
will reject the tax proposal if it 
isn't coupled with a reduction in 
spending. 


Statements of cautious optimism 


about the outlook for next year 
came from several quarters. Ladd 
Plumley, president of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, predicted 
1963 will be "a good but not a 
boom year."

are added to the repertoire. Every Yuletide the Caroleers visit about eight institu- 
tions in the Fox Cities. They have also lent their talents at parties and holiday 
events held by area clubs. 


This compatible group of singers, joined by a love of music, sings carols in 


German, special melodies for children in hospitals and all the traditional hymns 
of Christmas. They are able to perform about 50 songs. 


For them, the holiday season would not be the same if they could not sing 


its music with people they like, and much of their own pleasure comes from the 
feeling of warmth engendered by giving joy to others. 


The spirit of Christmas is so much a part of its music that it is difficult to 


separate one from another. Their message of joy and hope spreads everywhere.., 
down the long, dark corridors of a hospital ward . . . upward to the steeple of a 
church . .. across the meadow to the city ... on to snowy mountains... across the 
sea ... and beyond ... to fill the hearts of everyone with quietude and peace .,.

COMBINED LOCKS - When the first permanent white settlers 


arrived here on the site of the present village, in the early 1820s, 
he had more neighbors than one might imagine but not as many 
as he would if he were here now. 


That first settler was Roland Garner. The 


white neighbors within rifle shot numbered about 
30, and the Indians living up and down the river 
country and along Lake Winnebago consisted 
of an estimated 5,800 Winnebagos and 3,900 Men- 
ominees. The Fox Indians, after whom the river 
and the county was named (Outagami means 
"Fox"), had been slaughtered and exterminated 
nearly 80 years before Garner's arrival. 


Combined Locks, despite its early settlement 


by the farmer, Garner, is, nevertheless, the

youngest village in Outagamie County. Some few years after Gar- 
ner's arrival here, in 1842, a group of 10 German families and three 
young unmarried men, came as

Combined Locks was soon to 
lose its old flavor of a company 
town. Homes were sold to em- 
ployees and the community ac- 


cepted its own full responsibili- 
ties. 


It did not appear to the in- 


terested observer just those few 
years ago that Combined Locks 
would grow appreciably, but its 
rapid growth in population has 
been unbelievable. In the 1950 
census, Combined Locks num- 
bered only 720 people. Ten years 
later, in 1960, it had reached 
almost double that number — 
1,420. 


That surprising rate of growth 


is not due to additional industry. 
The paper mill is still its one 
and only. But town farms have 
been sold and industrious real 
estate men have been develop- 
ing them into home sites. Last 
year, for example. 58 homes 
were built. And this year, to 
date, another 30 have 
been 


erected. These constructions in- 
dicate an additional population 
growth of more than 300 people 
on the universal basis of esti- 
mate — four persons to a fam- 
ily. 


Old Homes 


There are old homes, s t i l l , 


in Combined Locks. Two of the 


Christian Hartjes house and the 
J. 
G. Burghuis home, both 


erected at a b o u t the same 
period. 


The Burghuis h o m e , now 


the property of the paper com- 
pany for use as a guest house, 
was built in 1884 with an exten- 
sion added in 1887. On the gable 
of the old section, a printed 
l e g e n d (translated here from 
the German) reads: "May God 
be the Ruler of this house and 
they who dwell therein. J. G. 
Burghuis." 


An interesting commentary on 


the land and real estate values 
of those gone days and in re- 
cent times may be found in the 
transactions, then and more re- 
cently, for the Burghuis home. 
The cost of erecting the home 
is estimated (by Bill Burghuis, 
a grandson of the first owner) 
at $400. The land cost was es- 
timated at about $2,000. The pa- 
per mill bought house and the 
110 acres of land for $25,000. 
Now remodeled extensively, the 
home is exciting and beauti- 
ful. 


Soon after it was remodeled, 


the present Bill Burghuis re- 
quested permission to show his 
mother, 
then 78 years old, 


through the home in which she 
had been born. Now elegant 
and richly furnished in accord- 
ance with its age, it was dif- 
ferent from what she remem- 
bered. 


"Do you like it?" she was 


asked. 


"No," she answered, "they've 


spoiled it. All my memories are 
gone!" 


The builder of the home, J.G., 


came to the United States from 
Holland in 1867. He lived first 
with his family in a log cabin 
on the site of the present Ryan 
Grade School.
